The ar- 
bitrary rule of Charles I, who 
had dissolved parliament in 1629, 
was being strongly resisted. 

Civil war broke out in 1642. 
Cromwell raised a force of 
Puritans, later called ‘‘The Iron- 
sides.’’ Cromwell proved him- 
self, whatever else may be said 
of him, a military genius. He 
slowly extended his influence in 
the army. Its discipline and ef-» 
fectiveness improved. His 
troops were imbued with a re- 
ligious fervor and became a 
curious praying army in which 
drunkenness, gambling and even 
profanity- all but disappeared.

Right and Wrong 


Discussing further Sen. Joseph Ken- 
nedy'’s remarkable plea for New England 
in the current issue of The Atlantic 
Monthly, it sounds like repetition of many 
similar occasions in our history.

sources of supply are also benefited, New 
England's role in our economic stability... 
* is fundamental. The progress that the South 
* has made in the past two decades has had 
- @ measurable effect on the welfare of the 
people all over the country. It is, I am sure, 
of importance to the entire United States 
that the New England economy remain a 
strong and viable force in the economic life 
*. of the country.”

. What the senator says is quite true. 
“It is important that New England and all 
“other sections of the nation enjoy a fair 
“<share of the national income. But here 
. ‘let’s get one thing straight: New England

«‘ism and not at the expense of other sec- 
“tions. 


* Southerners are wary, too, of any such

“With all its progress, the South’s per cap- 

* jta earnings are still only about two-thirds 

of the national average and less than two- 
thirds that of New England. 


Even government subsidies and con- 
‘tract handouts cannot solve New Eng- 
land’s basic problem—a failure to keep 
‘pace with the dynamic efficiency of the 
newly industrialized areas. To aid the un- 
employed is one thing, but to subsidize 
inefficiency at the expense of efficiency 
is not only bad economics—it is fool- 
hardy.

Need for Title Law 
Has Not Diminished 


Georgia owners of automotive vehicles 
displeased by the necessity of stating on 
their tag application whom they owe on 
the car can blame the General Assembly 
for its failure to pass an adequate motor 
vehicle certification of title law. 


The new law requiring that the appli- 
cant list the name of the lien holder not 
once, but twice, was passed as a substi- 
tute and subterfuge. 


The campaign for an adequate title law 
was beaten down by auto dealers who 
didn’t want to be bothered by the paper 
work such a law would entail. So the 
dealers and the legislators compromised 
on the statute that requires on the tag ap- 
plication a statement as to lien holders. 


The present law is no satisfactory sub- 
stitute for a title requirement. The license 
plate applicant can falsify with consider- 
able immunity. Only a good title law as- 
sures adequate protection to the public 
against illegal traffic in mortgaged cars.

Lanier People Recognize 


Open Range Is Doomed 


In at least one south Georgia open 
range county, livestock owners seem 
ready to bow to the inevitable. 


The Lanier County News at Lakeland 
has commented: 


“Livestock owners in the county appear 
to be going on the assumption that the open 
range will be a thing of the past come Janu- 
ary first as quite a rash of fence building 
has been going on throughout the county. It 
is the opinion of livestock specialists around 
the county that while the no-fence law will 
cause some hardships at first it will be a 
forward step for cattle and hog owners as 
better blooded livestock will be raised under 
the no-fence law than under the open 
range."’ 


Lanier County voted in July, 1952, to 
abolish the open range effective Jan. 1, 
1953. However, legal action by the anti- 
fence faction postponed the date a year, 
a compromise having been worked out to 
start fencing beginning Jan. 1, 1954. The 
leader of the group has indicated that no 
further attempt will be made to prevent 
the law from taking its course. 


It’s good to see public opinion in the 
open range country swinging in support of 
fences. Legislative action now compels 
counties to vote repeatedly on the issue. It 
is only a question of time until the open 
range becomes a part of Georgia's past. 
And a good riddance it will be!

Milk Producers Seek 
A Self-Help Program 


The National Milk Producerg*Federa- 
tion has come out with a novel proposal 
for price supports within the industry 
that deserves a second look. 

Novel it is becguse it is a self-help 
program. The plan calls for a system of 
flexible price supports, set annually on 
the basis of the projected supply and de- 
mand for milk products, and on dairy- 
men’s costs and expected returns from 
other kinds of farming. 

Once the plan was 
cost of buying up, storing and market- 
ing surplus dairy products would be 
borne by fees collected from the farmers 
themselves instead of by the government. 

The level of support would be set 
and the program administered by a 15- 
man dairy board appointed by the Presi- 
dent from recommendations by the in- 
dustry. 

To get started, the federation asks for 
authorization to borrow up to $500,000,- 
000 from the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion. 

The plan has been sent to Secretary 
Benson for consideration. The drawback, 
of course, seems to be that it would set 
up another agricultural bureaucracy to be 
run by government. How else could fees 
be collected and surplus products stored? 
Such an agency necessarily would have to 
be run by government and thus domi- 
nated by its will. That detracts from the 
desirable self-help features of the pro- 
posal,

And when he acknowledged the 
pictures, he particularly expressed 
his appreciation of the poetic ob- 
literations of the etchings of Fa- 
ther Time. He is & great char- 
acter; and as a former Georgian, 
I am very proud of him.

Gold Star Wives 
Tell Their Story 


The ladies introduced themselves 
collectively as from the Gold Star 
Wives of America. Individually, 
they were Mrs. #3 ees 
Sara Mulvey of 4“ ae: 
433 Morgan P1., 
Atlanta; Mrs. ee 
Grace Wynn of ¥. 
Avondale Estates 4 
and Mrs. Marie “3 
Jordan Munoz of i 
Washington, D.C. gee 
They didn’t have 
to tell me what 
they wanted, I 
had a_ pretty 
good idea. 


The news story on the New York 
legislative probe of fund raising 
said that the Gold Star Wives Serv- 
ice Foundation had raised $2,500,- 
000 of which the organization it- 
self received less than $400,000. We 
had carried the information as part 
of an editorial. 


My visitors wanted a chance to 
answer. When they identified them- 
selves, I decided they had a right 
to speak for their group. Mrs. Mul- 
vey is national president of the 
Gold Star Wives of America; Mrs. 
Wynn is a past national president; 
Mrs. Munoz is not only a past 
president, but the founder (in 1945). 

This trio of spokesmen for the 
Gold Star Wives said they did not 
know where the New York Better 
Business Bureau got the figures 
it presented to the probe commit- 
tee. They said further that they 
were not consulted and if they had 
been they could have submitted 
their annual audit as of April 30, 
1953. 


By their account, the audit shows 
an income over the period covered 
of $1,079,533 and a net profit of 
$248,735. The money came from 
the sale at $1 of a plastic bill- 
fold mailed out to be returned 
(postage paid by Gold Star Wives) 
or purchased at the option of the 
recipient, 

The Gold Star Wives maintain 
they operate as any retailer does. 
They buy the billfolds from a man- 
ufacturer somewhere close to 
290 cents. They pay the 20 per cent 
federal excise tax, they pay post- 
age ($176,000 last year) and print- 
ing. They make a profit of from 
20 to 25 cents on each billfold. 

Last year, by their audit, they 
spent $107,424.79 on service and 
welfare; $27,810.59 on summer 
camps for Gold Star children: 
$4,458.90 on educational aid and 
$751.78 for patriotic and cultural 
activities among the children. Most 
of a $43,651.48 balance was spent 
on the operation of Gold Star 
Camp (Gen. Walton Harris) Walker 
at Spooner, Wis. 

The presidents’ committee which 
came calling said, ‘‘People who 
help the Gold Star Wives by buy- 
ing the articles we offer do it be- 
cause (1) they like the items we 
have to offer; or (2) they have a 
sincere desire to help us. In either 
instance we give them something 
of value for their money.” 


I saw the billfold and examined 


it closely. It's no phony. The Gold © 


Star ladies were apologetic because

WASHINGTON—As the year 1953 ends, it 
may be said in retrospect that no public contro- 
versy in the last half-century in America is more 


tion to themselves. That is helpful. 

But as senators they also have 
one big disadvantage. That is just 
a simple matter of percentages. 
The percentage is against any sen- 
ator getting a presidential nomi- 
nation in either party. Only one 
has been nominated in this cen- 
tury, Warren G. Harding, a Re- 
publican, though several senators 
have been vice presidential candi- 
dates—one of them, Harry S. Tru- 
man, becoming president through 
the accident of death. 

As for the tendency not to noml- 
nate a senator for president, it 
may be because they have too 
much of an opportunity to speak 
and act for themselves. They live 
daily in a goldfish bowl. They have 
a voting record on every issue, 
away back through the years, 
many of them. 

That can be tracked down and 
used against them. That is not the 
case, for example, with governors, 
from whose ranks a majority of 
presidential candidates have come 
in recent years. 

Adlai Stevenson was in that pre- 
ferred spot when he was nominat- 
ed in 1952, defeating two senators 
—Kefauver and Russell. Now, how- 
ever, he is without public office 
and, lacking that platform, he is 
at a recognized disadvantage. Now 
he must seek and make for him- 
self occasions to state his views on 
developing issues. 

He is now well known. That is 
not a problem anymore as it was 
when he was nominated in 1952. 


I look back at some of the running 
I have done, I have come to realize 
much of it has not carried me any- 
where. 

I have come to realize I have 
only 24 hours in each day. To do 
the things I would like to do would 
require at least 48 hours, but since 
I have only 24 I will have to con- 
tent myself with those. 

If I had my way, I would in- 
crease the number of hours, but 
since I cannot do that I must de- 
crease my activities. It is sort of 
like your money.

So as I begin this year I firmly 
resolve to measure all my actions 
by those words of Christ.
